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| Forum members, LANDIN learned, did not want to dabble in. - ~ 
politics, they felt the majority of the people did not either, | 
They are leery of the Teamsters and claim racial discrimination is | 
lessening to the point where they receive no complaints from victims. 
LANDIN made a motion to give “Among the Valient"” the book of | 
Hexican-Americans in World War II and the Korean Conflict, to the 
Ballas Public Library. An amendment was made to give two books <x 
instead of one, the other book to a library branch. The motion was 
passed. They, the men’s forum, will pass out folders on the forum 
and may have a mass meeting to acquire funds to give a scholarship. 
An Ennis resident, a young lady, plans to start a forum there late in 
July. She will receive help from the Dallas forum. LANDIN and 
OROZCO will help her place an ad in the Ennis newspaper announcing 
the forum's first meeting there.
